bers," Faubus said. "He also is 
questioning the integrity of the 
people of this state generally, 
beyond this, Faubus said, he 
did not want to romment be- 
cause a possible political cam- 
paign b e t w e e n himself and

Rockefeller charged "irregu- 


larities at the polls" in the 
past, and said here Monday 
night that "We've got a file in 
my office and I could spend 
hours showing you the proof 
we have." 


Tom Harper of Fort Smith, 


the Democratic national com- 
milteeman from Arkansas, said 
Rockefeller's charges were "a 


1 bunch of boloney." 


Rockefeller,

commiUeeman for the state, 
made the remarks from here 
on a program with Walter Cron- 
kite in New York on the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting Co.'s evening 
news program. 


He said on the program that 


the GOP has a "great responsi- 
bility to see that there are no

Michigan for elections in Con- 
way County."

He said the 
children will not be vaccinated 
for several days. They will first 
undergo orientation to 
allay

against 
vaccination, 
Howard 


said. This also would allow 
Cude to ask the Supreme Court 
to rehear the case, and then ap- 
peal to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
as his attorney has said he will 
do.

Sources Say 
Soviets Pulling

WASHINGTON (AP) - In- 


ormcd sources said today the 
oviet Union has been pulling 
ts troops out of Cuba in con- 
iderable numbers. 
U.S. officials confirmed this, 


nit. as usual declined to esti- 
mate how many Soviet military 
men still are in Cuba. 


At the time of the Cuban mis- 


sile crisis in October 1962 it was 
estimated 
that 
22,000 Soviet 


roops many of them in organ- 
zed combat units, were in 
I!uba. A number of them were 
echnical experts in Cuba. A 
lumber of them were technical 
ixperts in the long-range weap- 
ons and other war gear Moscow 
las poured into Cuba .to make 
t the most powerful military na- 
ion in Latin America. 
Last October U.S. officials in- 


dicated that a report that the So- 
viet troop presence had dropped 
.0 less than 7,600 was a pretty 
fair guess. Presumably the cur-

is 
somewhere 


around 4,000. 


The most recent formal state- 


ment by a U.S. government 
agency on the Soviet troop situ- 
ation in Cuba came in a nine- 
word observation all but buried 
in a State Department report to 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. It said: "Most Soviet 
troops have been withdrawn 
from the island." 


McGeorge Bundy, special as-

said in an interview on a radio 
and television show, ABC's "Is- 
sues and answer

day that "there are very many 
fewer" Russian soldiers in Cuba 
now.

Brazil Moves 
Toward Quick 
Election

BRASILIA, Brazil (AP)—The 


Brazilian Senate approved a bill 
early today calling for immedi- 
ate congressional election of art 
interim president to serve the 
20 months left of Joao Goulart's: 
term. 


With speedy approval of the 


bill expected in the Chamber of 
Deputies, the election appeared 
likely to take place Thursday. 
This was the target date report- 
edly set by the military leaders 
who overthrew Goulart and are 
anxious to restore the govern- 
ment before any new crises 
arise. The constitution provides 
for the election to be held 30 
days after the presidency is va- 
cated. 


Conservatives behind the coup 


are pressing for the election of 
Gen. Humberto Castelo Branco, 
army chief of staff and a leader 
of the revolt. 


The constitution says a mili- 


tary man cannot be president, 
unless he quits active duly 90 
days before a vacancy occurs. 
But it was felt that the presence 
of 9,000 troops who moved into 
Brasilia with armored units on 
Saturday would persuade con- 
gressmen to heed the military's 
wishes. 


The dispatch with which the 


Senate drafted the new law and 
passed it, all within one day, 
indicated the military pressure 
on the lawmakers.

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Swede Going 
to Trial as 
Master Spy

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP)- 


Col. Stig Wennerstrom goes on 
trial Saturday as a master spy 
accused of betraying Sweden's 
top defense secrets, to the Soviet 
Union over a 15-year period. 


A jury of nine, including five 


women, will decide his fate. 


The prosecution 
calls him 


Sweden's most dangerous spy in 
modern times. 


It says he has confessed he 


sold Sweden's top defense se- 
crets to the Soviets from 1948 
until his arrest last June. He 
knew a lot about the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization's de- 
fenses and weapons and pre- 
sumably passed this on to Mos- 
cow but will be tried only for 
Betrayal of Sweden. 


The story that will unfold in- 


cludes attendance at a Soviet 
s'py school in Moscow while he 
served as Swedish air attache 
there; a secret room in his 
lavish villa. where he received 
radioed instructions from the 
Russians;

Wennerstrom moved from one

ed NATO military installations.

Dear Dr. Brothers: I'm an 


executive in a big firm, and I'm 
constantly embarrassed when I 
find myself biting my nails at 
conferences, or when talking to 
big customers.

My wife has the. habit of pull- 


ing at her hair when she's ex- 
cited or distrubed> and my 16- 
year old son has developed the 
habit of digging his finger into 
his ear and working out the wax 
There must be some way Hint 
we can change our bad hab- 
its. -H. S. 


Dear H. S.: We arc all crea- 


tures of habit. In your family, 
it's nail-biting, hair-pulling, and 
ear-digging. Habits arc not per- 
manent. Habit, is usually a way 
of oiving that has been learned, 
a set pattcran of behavior that 
you've taught yourself It can be 
unlearned once you know how. 


You've learned the habit, be- 


cause at the time it seemed to 
give you satisfaction, or served 
a purpose. 


What sometimes happened is 


this: A habit learned to satisfy 
a need becomes a need itself. 
Your nail-biting probably start- 
ed as a way of reducing tension 
clue to some underlying cause, 
usually during childhood. Chanc- 
es are that those tensions and 
causes have vanished by now, 
but your nail-biting continues, 
merely because the pattern has 
been fixed. 


Perhaps all you need is a 


little push or 
self-starter to 


snap you out of the habit;. 


Having a strong enough rea- 


son to quit a bad habit: often 
works. In one case, a mother 


other activities. After ah hour, 
they were back before the mir- 
ror for another negative prac- 
tice session. 


Result: 
After 
two months, 


nearly two-thirds had broken the 
habit or improved. 


If the tension released by 


nail-biting still exists, Iry chew 
ing gum, or conditioning your- 
self to clasp your hands tightly 
whenever you're tempted 
to 


chew your nails. Some psychol- 
ogists contend that the best way 
to get rid of a bad habit is to 
form a new, good one to take 
its place. With your son, after 
he's treated the problem with 
negative practice, he can start 
bulling up a positive one by sa- 
ing to himself, "t'm going to 
keep my band quietly in my 
lap. 
It's relaxing, and cannot 


irritate people." Each time he 
sisls clown, he should dliberately 
look to see that his hands are 
resting calmly in his lap. In 
time, this new substitul habit 
will be formed. This should also 
work with your wife's hair-pull- 
ing.

for discarding unwanted habits. 


One .of these is called the neg- 


ative practice technique. I'll cx- 
plaing this by taking the case 
of the typist who's picked up 
the habit, of typing "h-t-e" for 
"the." Though 
she practices 


"t-h-e," the mistake 
recurs. 


There's no tension,' and plenty 
pf reason to improve*. What, can 
she do about it? 


The remedy lies in a couscous 


awareness that you're about to 
do the wrong thing just before 
you actually do it, whether it's 
typing the wrong way, or bit- 
ing your nails. This awareness 
is achieved by practicing the 
wrong habit while consciously 
realizing it is wrong. The typist, 
therefore, can practice "h-t-e" 
while telling herself that this is 
the wrong way to hit the keys. 


The negative 
practice was 


demonstrated in an experiment 
by Dr. Max Smith. He tool; 57 
students who were habitual nail- 
biters, and asked them to stand 
before their bathroom mirrors 
while they went through the mo- 
tions of biting their nails, with- 
out actually biting them.
